Since they reformed after 
a breakup of several months, they have 
been assailed for selling out and ve- 
coming more well known nationally, al- 
thogh they are certainly less well kn=- 
own than they could be because of not 
much availibility of their records, 
which sell out almost as soon as they 
are made.

Our first st- 
op is England and then I'm lost. I'm ju- 
st going along for the ride. 

Stafford: How much do you all tour? 
Greg: Probably half the time. 

Dez: Yeah, we try to tour about six mon- 
ths. 

Stafford: You were supposed to play here 
in September but it was cancelled. I had 
heard that Henry had hurt himself. 

Greg: Yeah, Henry tore the cartilage in 
his knee and he had to have a operation. 
They put holes in his knee and sucked 
out all the bad cartilage. He's OK now. 
Dez: It was pretty bad and it could have 
been a lot worse if nothing had been do- 
ne about it right away. Well besides he 
couldn't walk. 

Stafford: Out in California, do any of 
you have jobs or does, touring and SST 
take up all your time. 

Greg: No, that's all, just the band and 
SST. We couldn't have jobs because we'd 
probably get fired for leaving all the 
time. 

Dez: We're always, playing, even in Cali- 
fornia, we're here or there. It's like 
“Hey Dezo, we're playing a party this 
afternoon", "Oh, I didn't know". I cou- 
lden't hold a job, that's just the way 
things happen. 

reg: It makes it real difficult to get 
lonz. Put we had to make that choice, 
bout being able to leave and do stuff 
men we have to do it. 


BLACK FLAG 
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Dez: We're bums, we just hang out ya kn- 
ow, we're hippies. 

Stafford: That's something I wanna ask 
you about, because there are people who 
say " black Flag have long hair, fuck 
them they're hippies. 

Greg: There is a lot of people that are 
concerned about how long our hair is or 
what clothes we wear. Usually when those 
are male people giving us shit, I usual- 
ly think that they probably either have 
some kind of homosexual tendencies, or 
they have some kind of problem, latent 
or otherwise. 

Greg:I'm not particuraly concerned about 
the appearence of other males myself, but 
there are those individuals that.are. Gi- 
ven that they do have homosexual tenden- 
cies they should just not pick up on us, 
because basically we're a straight band.
